prt eed under discussion. It appears that the Swiss railways 


are at present dependent upon the importation 
of fuel from abroad up to an amount approximating £1,000,000 
annually. Experiments made in view of the working of the Létschberg 
Railway by electric traction have shown that by utilising the available 
hydraulic power an economy of something like £30,000 to £40,000 
per annum can be effected. The Committee entrusted with the 
investigation of electrifying the whole Federal system propose to 
conduct operations in stages, commencing with those sections which 
can be most easily converted. Arrangements are already heing 
made for the erection of an electric generating station at Amsteg in 
the Uri Canton. This station will be constructed and worked by the 
State, and electrification operations are to be commenced on the 
Gothard line. The total expense of electrifying the whole Swiss 
Federal system is estimated at 500,000,000 francs (£20,000,000).

ing (Law No. 871) :—‘ In case of the tenderer being a foreigner he 
“must present a written declaration fully subjecting himself to 
‘the Portuguese laws and tribunals, at the same time designating 
‘‘a domicile in the Portuguese territory, such declaration with 
‘regard to tenders, contract work or supplies to be in force until 
‘‘ accounts therefor are settled.” (C. 7,254.)

The November issue of the Bulletin of the British Chamber of 
Commerce for Italy states that small portable 
cooking lamps, of which the heating agent is 
either ordinary spirit or else petrol, are on the 
Italian market at the present time. No wick is 
used, and the fuel is burnt in the form of gas or vapour produced by 
the heat of the natural flame itself after being lighted a few seconds. 
These lamps are mostly of German, Swedish and French invention, 
and together with portable stoves seem to find a good market in 
districts where no gas for cooking purposes is available. In Italian 
houses, which for the most part are on the flat system, the cooking 
ranges are generally simply a series of gratings, or holes, running from 
small to large, for the use of charcoal.

The values stated for the latest year shown in the fore- 
going statements are provisional and subject to rectification. In 
some cases all the values are those declared by importers or 
exporters, as in the United Kingdom; in others they are based on 
an official schedule of values which is subjected to revision after 
the close of each year, the values used in the current returns being 
those fixed in the latest completed revision. In general, the values 
so fixed represent the level of prices in the preceding year. The 
countries adopting the system of official values annually revised 
are :—Austria-Hungary, Belgium, France, Italy, Spain, and (for 
imports) Germany and Switzerland, but exports from Switzerland and 
Germany are returned at “declared” values. In 1910 and the first 
quarter of 1911 about one-third of the exports from Germany were 
returned at official values. The figures in italics are based, wholly 
or manly, on the prices of some earlier year than that under which 
they are shown. 

In the case of Russia, Germany, Belgium, France, Switzerland, 
Italy, Austria-Hungary, Egypt, Japan, Canada, and the United 
Kingdom, the import figures given in the above summaries 
represent imports for home consumption. In all cases the export 
figures are intended to represent exports of domestic produce. 
In most cases, however, they include a certain amount of 
“nationalised” goods, t.e., goods originally imported for consump- 
tion, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with duty, but 
which are subsequently re-exported.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 

East Africa Protectorate—The Chief of Customs at Mombasa 
writes that Mombasa, Nairobi, Entebbe, and Kampala should be 
included amongst the places visited in any commercial tour of the 
East African Protectorate. The Uganda Railway goes from Mombasa 
to Nairobi and then to Kisumu, whence a steamer sails across Lake 
Victoria Nyanza to Entebbe. Kampala can be reached from Entebbe 
by motor bus, &c. along a good cart road 23 miles long. The cost of 
living in the towns mentioned varies from 6s. 8d. to £l per day. 
The cool season lasts from June to September, and the shooting 
season from October to May. A commercial traveller’s licence is not 
required, and a range of samples could be carried in trunks if desired. 

With regard to methods of business, Europeans usually indent 
through their own firms, but others confirm their purchases through 
a home buyer. The Indian trade is conducted on two to four 
months’ credit, the bank holding the documents; interest at 9 per 
cent. per annum is included in the rate quoted. Indents are placed 
locally, and goods are often delivered without any security whatever. 
Local orders, too, are generally executed without security. All quota- 
tions should be made c.i.f., and the original country of origin given. 
Invoices may be in sterling, but any Customs entries required must 
be in rupees and cents (rupee = 100 cents = ]s. 4d.). 

Amongst the goods imported the following may be mentioned :— 
provisions, including condensed milk, preserved foods, groceries, Kc. ; 
soft goods, including haberdashery, hosiery, millinery and wearing 
apparel; hardware, including enamelled goods, iron bedsteads, lamps, 
locks, scales and tinware; kaffir truck, including grey sheetings, 
cotton blankets, cotton goods, printed scarves, “ kaniki,” beads, wire, 
tobacco, umbrellas, mirrors and hoes. (24,450.)

Bunder Abbas, Persia.—The following information is from the report 
by H.M. Consul at Bunder Abbas (Captain H. V. Biscoe, 1.A.) on the 
trade of that district in the year ended 20th March, 1912, which will 
shortly be issued :— 

Exports of produce grown in the Bunder Abbas district are 
extremely small; similarly, it is estimated that probably not more 
than about 5 per cent. of the total imports are consumed locally. In 
fact, Bunder Abbas is the port of the Kerman districts, and to a large 
extent of that of Laristan also, and any report on the trade of the port 
is virtually a report on the commerce of those districts ; more especi- 
ally is this true nowadays when the large bulk of the Kerman 
exports are sent down to the Gulf. 
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ery Siam. ici following information is from the report by the 
Acting British Vice-Consul at Bangkok (Mr. H. Fitzmaurice) on the 
trade of that district in the year ended 31st March, 1912, which will 
shortly be issued :-— 

The total trade with the United Kingdom and British Possessions 
during the year ended 3\st March, 1912, amounted to £8,798,523, or 
about 74 per cent. of the whole, as compared with 78 per cent. in the 
previous year. This apparent reduction in the proportion of the trade 
falling to the British Hmpire, however, is due mainly to the greater 
accuracy with which the Siamese customs officials have assigned 
the imports to their countries of origin. Thus the imports from 
Singapore, which include large quantities of goods originating in 
the United Kingdom and other European countries, and in Java, 
and the imports from Hong Kong, which include a very large share 
of the merchandise arriving from China and Japan, show great 
decreases as a result of expanded totals from the countries named. 

‘The value of the imports into Bangkok during the year 1911-12 
reached a total of £5,542,563, a figure more than £2 5,000 higher than 
that of either of the two previous years, though below the total either 
for 1907-8 or for 1908-9. If the importations of treasure are excluded 
from the totals, however, the figure for 1911-12, £5,168,973, exceeds 
that of any previous year, a very remarkable circumstance in view of 
the bad rice crop (see p. 628) and the consequent heavy drop in the 


exports.

Carriages, cars, cycles and par ts impor ted show a large increase over 
all previous years. 105 motor cars, valued at £39,138, were imported 
as against 87, valued at £27,369, in 1910-11. Of thees imported in» 
1911-12, 44 came from the United Kingdom, 31 from Germany and 
14 from France, while in the preceding year these countries supplied 
30, 27 and 16 respectively. 

Among other imports showing notable increases are electrical goods, 
which have risen from £34,555 to £67,880 (45 per cent. from 
Germany, 35 per cent. from the United Kingdom), leather manufactures, 
which rose from £49,974 to £75,730 (41 per cent. from the United 
Kingdom), pasnters’ colours from £24,785 to £37,345 (74 per cent. 
from the United Kingdom), and furniture from £14,747 to £31,155 
(70 per cent. from the United Kingdom). All of these increases, as 
well as the advance in the imports of motors, carriages and cycles 
mentioned above, are doubtless attributable to the lavish expenditure 
indulged in at the time of the Coronation of King Vajiravudh. 
Great trouble was taken to improve the appearance of the town, and 
very large expenses were also incurred in connection with the 
Coronation festivities and the entertainment of the many Royal 
guests on that occasion. 
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EUROPEAN GLASS INDUSTRY. 


The “ Frankfurter Zeitung” of 5th December states that the 
report that the Association of German Looking-glass Manufacturers 
and the International Looking-glass Convention of Brussels had 
decided to extend their agreement for a further period of 10 
years is not quite accurate. In point of fact the Association of 
German lL.iooking-glass Manufacturers controls prices and selling 
conditions in the German market. The German works, however, 
belong entirely to the International Looking-glass Convention of 
Brussels, and the latter has ratified the terms of the Association of 
German Looking-glass Manufacturers for the sale of material in 
Germany. The Convention was recently extended, not definitely but 
in principle, for a further period of 10 years, so that its continuation 
until 17th August, 1924, is practically assured. The Looking-glass 
Convention of Brussels includes almost all the European works. 
There are, continues the ‘“‘ Frankfurter Zeitung,” only two outsiders, 
the works controlled by Messrs. Pilkington Bros. of St. Helens and this 
firm’s associate, the Société des Glaces de Courcelles. The purpose of 
the Convention is to control both production and prices. For instance, 
works must shut down for a prescribed number of days each quarter 
if the Convention so decides, but a manufacturer can sell in any 
market he pleases providing he adheres to the regulations as to prices 
and so forth. Consequently the only competition between individual 
firms lies in the quality of glass turned out, quickness of delivery, 
packing, and kindred details. 


MARKING OF GOODS IMPORTED INTO SWEDEN. 

With reference to notices which have appeared at various times in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” on the subject of the Swedish regula- 
tions respecting the marking of imported goods, the Board of Trade 
have received a communication from H,.M. Consul at Stockholm 
(Mr. H. M. Villiers, M.V.O.), stating that he again wishes to point 
out that if imported goods bear the name of a place, property, indus- 
trial establishment or tradesman in Sweden, or any marking in the 
Swedish language to explain the nature of the goods—even consisting 
only of a single word—they must also bear the word “ import” or 
the name and domicile of the foreign manufacturer, applied in a 
distinct and conspicuous manner, so that removal or effacement 
cannot be effected easily or without injury to the goods. Goods not 
so marked are liable to confiscation. 

The absence of any intent to deceive makes no difference to the 
Customs Authorities as regards the confiscation of the goods. Their 
action in stopping the goods is at once reported to the Court, which 
summarily proceeds to declare them confiscated if they are found to 
be marked in a manner contrary to the laws of Sweden. If the Court 
considers there was any intention to deceive, then it may impose a fine 
in addition to the confiscation. 

The Customs Authorities will not permit goods to be marked 
subsequent to confiscation, and it is therefore impossible to get them 
restored once they have been condemned by the Court. 

Mr. Villiers adds that goods which are packed and imported in 
bulk, but can be sold singly, must themselves be properly marked so 
as to show their foreign origin; the fact that such marking may have 
been applied to the packing or covering in which the goods are 
imported will not of itself constitute a sutlicient compliance with the 
Swedish regulations. (23,611.)

CLOTHING, BODY LINEN AND MADE-UP ARTICLES 
OF ALL KINDS. 
Ez 27. Hosiery. 

General Note.—All articles of clothing knitted or crocheted 
by hand or made on hosiery looms are to be treated as 
“hosiery,” except wares coming under the head of “lace,” 
and meshed tissues in the piece, not cut for a special purpose 
and not having undergone any process of making-up. 

Wares consisting of non-elastic meshes, and, in particular, 
wares manufactured in the same way as nets, #.¢., with wide 
square meshes knotted at the four corners, are not included 
under ‘* hosiery.” 

In determining the nature of the textile which governs the 
tariff clas-ification of hosiery, no account is to be taken of 
materials which, entering into the composition of the founda- 
tion tissue, do not represent more than 5 per cent. of the 
weight of the latter; in the same way, no account is to be 
taken of the kind and the weight of linings (notably, the 
linings of gloves and mittens), bindings, cords, laces, belts, 
rib' ons, passementerie, lace, embroidering or brochéing 
threads, 72.¢e., of all tissues, threads and accessories em- 
ployed as trimming or ornament, which are independent 
of the foundation tissue, with the exception, however, of 
fringes sewn or otherwise fastened on (/franges rapportées). 

In applying the present provisions respecting hosiery, goat- 
hair, alpaca, llama, vicufla and camel-hair are to be assimi- 
lated to wiol, and floss silk and artificial silk to silk. 

As regards articles of hosiery subject to different rates of 
duty according as they are, or are not, ornamented, the 
following rules are to be observed : — 

Are to be regarded as unornamented— 

(A) All articles, plain, without patterns, as also all 
articles. figured, in which the pattern is obtained by the 
same machine as that which produces the foundation 
tissue and at the same time as the latter is produced ; 

(8) All articles furnished with ribbons, passementerie 
or other trimmings (except guipure and lace) composed 
of a material of a value equal or inferior to that of the 
foundation tissue, or furnished with ordinary accessories 
which are necessary for the use of the articles (such as: 
stitching { pigéres|, hems, buttons, sewn buttonholes, 
hooks, buckles binding intended to prevent the fraying 
of the stuff, neckbands, ribbons and cords for fastening 
up, waistbands, belts of leather, &c.), whatever be the 
material of which these accessories are composed. 

The following articles are also to be regarded as un- 

ornamented — 

(a) Shawls, scarves and fickus furnished with 
fringes, even sewn or otherwise fastened on 
(rapportées) ; 

(+) Cotton gloves simply furnished with gussets of 
cotton or of silk embroidered in tambour stitch or 
otherwise, except the same gloves with non-rectilineal 
gussets of silk ; 

(c) Gloves, mittens, stockings, socks, and other 
articles simply open-worked, either regularly or in 
patterns, on condition, however, that the open-work 
effects do not result from the employment of a 
special ornamental threa independent of the con- 
tinuous thread constituting the foundation tissue ; 

(+) Underclothing of cotton or of wool simply 
furnished with common lace-suspenders (déntelles-

GERMANY. 

According to the “ Bérsen Zeitung ” (Berlin) of 15th December, the 
scarcity of pig iron in Rhenish Westphalia 
a “at still po a the demand cannot be satisfied, 
—_ notwithstanding the fact that smelting works are 
running at their utmost capacity. Sales for the first six months of 
1913 have been effected in a satisfactory manner, and so many orders 
have come to hand that full work is assured up to the middle of next 
year. As regards single items the business in semi-manufactured 
products is very buoyant and the demand can only be acceded to 
with difficulty. Foreign trade is also good, and orders continue to 
come in from abroad. Trade in bar iron has quietened somewhat 
during the last few weeks, and not many contracts have been placed 
for long deliveries ahead. Users are more or less buying from hand 
to mouth, and are purchasing only that class of material which is 
urgently required. It appears that the hardware trades have suffered 
to some extent from the hostilities in the Balkans, and some works 
have had to reduce their hands, whilst others have had to go on short 

time. The hoop iron market is still satisfactory. (X 5,028.)

In particular the business 
in Russian flax improved when it became known that the anticipa- 
tions in regard to the flax crop were generally confirmed. Press 
notices from Russia in regard to the flax crop are to be received with 
great reserve. Consequently, German spinners are in the habit of 
securing information from private sources, and these, it appears, con- 
firm the belief held in certain quarters, that the latest flax crop has 
varied very greatly. The better varieties of Slanet flax have turned 
out fairly well, but the middle and lower sorts are not very good for 
spinning purposes. ‘The general opinion in regard to water-retting 
is also unfavourable. In these circumstances buyers have to exercise 
great caution. ‘The demand for French and Belgian flax is somewhat 
more active, but not so good as it ought to be at this time of the year 
owing tothe high prices. German flax spinners are still well em- 
ployed and most of the works have plenty cf orders in hand for five 
or six months.

SWEDEN. 


The following particulars of the Swedish harvest this year have been 
Harvest Results oe - by H.M. Consul at Gothenburg (Mr. J. 

wee 1915. The weather conditions were very variable 
during the summer, and the whole of August and the first half of 
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Agricultural and Forest Products. 


SW EDEN— continued. 


September were very wet ; the last half of September was extremely dry 
however. With few exceptions all the autumn grain was gathered 
during September, mostly during the dry period at the end of the 
month. As a result of the persistent rainfall in August the grain was 
much beaten down, and the work of harvesting was considerably 
hampered and delayed. 

The reports as to the quality of the grain differ considerably, but 
it frequently occurred that the damage proved smaller than it was 
feared would be the case in August, especially as regards hurdle- 
dried grain. In some cases the grain had only slightly sprouted, but 
in others from 25 to 50 per cent. was spoilt. In the woodland parts 
of the Province of Blekinge, and elsewhere, seed-grain for the year 
has been bought from other parts. Other reports state that large 
quantities of rye were not suitable for bread. 

The spring grain was unusually well developed throughout the 
country at the beginning of August, but the wet weather during the 
month beat it down and caused it to sprout, whilst in many places 
low-lying fields were flooded. In spite of unfavourable circumstances, 
however, the yield has been estimated at more or less above the 
average in most provinces. 

Potatoes, which were for the most part planted late, were held back 
by the July drought but developed very quickly during August. It 
was thought that the heavy rainfall would cause a lot of disease, but 
the fear proved groundless, it being found that the potatoes were 
quite good on the whole and only attacked by rot in clayey soil and 
in low-lying fields. 

The yield of sugar beet is expected to be fairly good, with a 
generally satisfactory percentage of sugar. 

Last year’s sowings of grass were a failure, partly owing to the 
severe drought then experienced, and partly owing to the adverse 
weather in winter and spring. Many first-year fields were accordingly 
ploughed up in the spring, and the others only yielded a poor harvest. 
Older fields, on the other hand, yielded an unusually plentiful crop, 
and it is reported from most provinces that hay has not been so 
plentiful for many years, the average yield being regarded as good. 
The second growth on fields and pastures, which had been almost 
entirely checked during July, became quite plentiful in August and 
September. 

The rains of August and early September prevented the fallow land, 
with few exceptions, from being properly worked, and no general 
sowing of autumn grain could be undertaken until the middle of 
September, when the weather became finer. ‘The sowing was com- 
pleted in September in some places but not in others, whilst in several 
cases, especially in stubborn and open ground, it was not considered 
possible to sow any autumn grain, and the fields will lie unsown until 
the spring. In other places it was deemed too late to sow rye, and 
there only wheat was sown. (26,395.)

ARGENTINA. 

H.M. Legation at Buenos Aires report, under date 12th November, 

that there is every prospect of an excellent barvest 

Crop Prospects. of wheat, linseed and oats throughout the Argentine 

Republic during the present season. The areas 

under wheat, linseed and oats this year are 6,868,000 hectares, 

1,745,000 hectares, and 1,190,000 hectares, respectively, as compared 

with 6.897,000 hectares, 1,630,000 hectares and 1,031,00U hectares 
in 1911. 

Wheat, at the time of writing, was in splendid condition, and reap- 
ing was to have commenced during December, the harvest being later 
than usual this year. An estimate places the probable yield, should 
weather conditions continue favourable, at 6,000,000 tons, in which 
case there would be a surplus of 4,000,000 to 4,500,000 tons available 
for export. 

Barley cultivation is only in its experimental stage in Argentina, 
but it is stated that so far excellent results have been obtained. 
The area sown with maize last year was 3,422,000 hectares, and 
quite as much has been sown this year. The crop in the northern 
districts, to which the cultivation of this cereal is confined, is in 
a very good condition. 

The linseed crop is of excellent quality throughout the country. 
Should the weather conditions continue favourable, and should there 
be no spells of wet weather such as set in at the end of October, the 
linseed harvest this year should prove a record one. 

In the pastoral districts the alfalfa (lucerne) and pastures are in 
excellent condition. (26,394.)

More than half tee rice nel taking values as a basis, was 
shipped to Singapore, the percentage rising from 39 to 51, although 
the actual value was less by £180,043 than in 1910-11; the share of 
Hong-Kong was £959,379 less than in the previous year, the per- 
centage falling from 39 to 35. Germany, Netherlands, the Dutch 
Kast Indies and the United Kingdom were the other leading countries 
to which rice was sent, but the export to the United Kingdom, 
£96,014, was only about a quarter of the total of the preceding year.

Compared with a year ago, all the principal industries showed an 
improvement, which was most marked in the pig iron, iron and steel, 
engineering, glass and brick trades. 

In the trade unions, with a net membership of 887,350, making 
returns, 16,142 (or 1:8 per cent.) were returned as unemployed at 
the end of November, 1912, compared with 2°0 per cent. at the end 
of October, 1912, and 2°6 per cent. at the end of November, 1911.

ments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the United 
Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of the trade 
at each port of the United Kingdom. The third volume (supplement) 
contains a classification on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the 
“ Annual Statement” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad for 
British Trade, &c, 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “Board of Trade Journal.” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “Board of Trade. Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the Register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British Trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 
Circular letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (73, Basinghall Street, London, H.C.) is intended to 
be a centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest 
shall be collected and classified in a form convenient for reference, and 
at which, so far as the interests of British trade permit, replies shall be 
given to enquiries by traders on commercial matters.

(Applications to the Umpire.) 


In pursuance of Regulations made by the Board of Trade and 
dated 26th day of March, 1912, Notice is hereby given that the 
Umpire (Unemployment Insurance) has received applications for 
decisions as to whether contributions are payable or not in respect 
of the following classes of workmen :— 


237. Workmen engaged in (a) forging and (b) sinking dies for 
jewellers, silversmiths, medallists, brassfounders, Xc. 


This may involve a reconsideration of Decisions Nos, 647 
and 817. 


Any representations with reference to any of the above applications 
may be made in writing to the Umpire, by, or on behalf of any work- 
man or employer appearing to him to be interested, or on behalf 
of the Board of Trade, and forwarded to the Registrar, Office of 
the Umpire, 47, Victoria Street, London, S8.W., on or before 
January 3rd, 1913. 


Notice is further given that the Umpire proposes to give his 
decision on the above applications on or after January 6th, 1913. 


EXTRACT FROM REGULATIONS, 


3. If before the date specified in the notice any representations with reference 
to the application are made in writirg to the Umpire by or on behalf of any 
workman or employer appearing to him to be interested, or the Board of Trade, 
the Umpire shall take those representations into his consideration, and the 
Umpire may at any time before the said date require any persons to supply to 
him such information in writing as he thinks necessary for the purpose of 
enabling him to give a decision. 

All such representations and information shall be open to inspection by any 
employer or workman appearing to the Umpire to be interested or any persons 
authorised in that behalf by any such employer or workman or the Board of 
Trade. 

4. Any persons claiming to be interested may apply to the Umpire to be 
heard by him orally in reference to any application under these Regulations, and 
the Umpire may, in any case in which he thinks it desirable, require the 
attendance of any person before him to give oral information on the subject of 
any application. 





Tie decisions of the Umpire upon the foregoing will be announced in 
the “ Board of Trade Journal” in due course. 
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UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 
Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 


1214. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making up relief 
decoration in composition or carton-pierre for buildings, ships or 
vehicles. (Application 229.) 

This reverses Decision No. 1149. (‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of the 31st October, 1912.) 

1215. Workmen described as joiners, and engaged wholly or 
mainly in making and repairing panels for the decoration of special 
saloon cars for railways. 

1216. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making, finishing 
or fixing ferro-concrete and artificial stone in connection with any 
trade set out in Schedule VI. of the National Insurance Act, 1911, 
whether on the site or in a workshop or yard. (Application 229.) 

This Decision reverses Decisions Nos. 610 (1), 639 and 641 
(‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of the lst August, 1912) so far as 
they relate to artificial stone, but not in so far as they relate to 
flazs made for stock. Decision No. 421 (‘“ Board of Trade 
Journal” of the 18th July, 1912) is unaffected. 

1217. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making moulds for 
ferro-concrete or artificial stone mentioned in Decision No. 1216. 

This Decision modifies Decision No. 610 (‘* Board of Trade 
Journal” of the lst August, 1912). 

1219. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly as tool-setters for 
general brasswork on capstan lathes and machine tools. (Application 
232.) 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 

1218. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in forging axles for 
baby cars. 

1221. Labourers employed in alkali works, and engaged wholiy 
or mainly in work other than repair of machinery, vehicles or buildings, 
and not covered by Decision No. 374. (‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 
llth July, 1912.) 


Note.— Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
